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Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present the Annual Report for the year ending December 
3ist, 1971. 


The provision of modern amenities continues slowly. Mains drainage is an 
essential requisite before modernisation of old property can truly be complete. 
Septic tank drainage systems may be reasonably satisfactory where the geological 
formation is conducive to good drainage amd where there is sufficient area for 
such drainage but so frequently is built on land where there is a high water 
table and the housing density is such that effective drainage is impossible 
hence in times of bad weather the water logged condition of the ground produces 
what is tantamount to a bog. 


With the increased demand for houses it should be a statutory condition of 
the development of an area that all mains services are available. The provision 
of mains water supply and adequate drainage are inseparable. It is well known 
that the provision of a piped water supply means an increased usage of water. 
The old estimate of twenty to thirty gallons of water per head per day ‘can now 
be raised to forty gallons per day. With the increasing use of washing machines, 
some of which require up to 40 gallons per complete wash, dishwashers, to say 
nothing of the amount of water required for car washes by the automatic devices 
being installed by some garages great demands are made on water supply and the 
means of disposing of the used water. It is possible that schemes for the 
purification of used water and it's recirculation will be needed sooner than 
is at present envisaged. 


Reference to reusage of water of course brings to mind the word poll- 
ution. This emotive word is in such frequent use that one wonders if the 
users are always fully aware of the reality of the situation. There are 
complaints of contamination of the beaches by sewage since coastal resorts 
use the sea as a sewage disposal works. Sewage from a total population of 
some six million is discharged from British coastal towns direct into the sea, 
generally without treatments, though some towns*have installed comminutors or 
some form of screening. Aesthetically, treatment of crude sewage by either of 
these methods does mean that bathers are not aware of the content of the ocean, 
but from the strict point of view of pollution is the contamination less because 
it is no longer visible? Sewage can contain more than organic matter. The 
latter is usually so diluted, readily acted upon by microbiological processes 
that few pathogens survive to cause hazards to health. 


The increasing use of organic chemicals in agriculture, the selective 
weed killers, the artificial fertilisers, the organo-phosphates or organo- 
chlorides, these by land drainage will eventually reach the nearest water 
course and from thence finally to the sea. These pollutants are unseen, are 
they any the less dangerous because they are undetected by sight or smell? 
These chemicals may be quite unnocuous, as yet there is insufficient evidence 
to condemn their use but continued discharge into the rivers and thence to 
the sea may be far more dangerous over 2 period of time than the presence of 
untreated sewage, revolting though this be. The discharge of sewage from long 
outfalls into the deep waters of the open sea has little effect on the marine 
life.

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It is only where the dilution by unpolluted sea water is insufficient that 
reduction in the flora andfauna of the sea bed occurs. Hence frequent 
observations of the ecological conditions of the river,. estuary and 
proximity to the outfall will ensure that pollution in any way hazardous 
is prevented, and the rivers may continue to be the source of water supply 
that is so necessary in certain areas.

There was a population increase of 50 but deaths exceeded births by 72, Of 
the 198 live births 16 were illegitimate, that is 8%, 


The birth rate (12.4) is lower than the two previous years and below the 
“aa a rate (16.0). The death rate (10.1) is also lower than the national 
rate 1756 e 


The infant mortality rates demonstrate again the fallacies of small figures. 
There were four infant deaths under 1 year of age giving an infant death rate of 
20 per 1,000. One of these deaths was an illegitimate baby. This gives our death 
rate of 63 per 1,000 illegitimate live births, a somewhat stagecering figure when 
referring to one death. 


Similarly the perinatal mortality rate of 20 per 1,000 total live and still 
births means 2 still births and 2 deaths under one week. ‘This rate is the most 
difficult to reduce as the period immediately prior to and shortly after birth is 
a time fraught with danger to the baby.

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PREVENTION OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE 


Norfolk County Council provide via the Child Health Clinics and School 
Health Service protection against whooping cough, diphtheria, poliomyelitis, 
smallpox, measles, rubella (German measles), and tuberculosis. The latter two 
immunisation procedures are offered in the thirteenth year, rubella of course 
to girls only. It is well knomthat for expectant mothers to be a contact with 
or contact rubella in the first three months of pregnancy can be a danger to the 
developing baby. 


With the exception of tuberculosis vaccination all other procedures are 
provided also by the general practitioners in the area. 


The Joint Committee on Vaccination and Immunisation reporting in mid 19771 
stated that vaccination against smallpox need not now be recommended as a routine 
procedure in early childhood. Travellers to and from areas where smallpox is 
endemic should be protected by recent vaccination as\should those members of the 
public services likely to come into contact with cases of smallpox.

Norfolk County Council via the School Health Service offer protection against 
tuberculosis by B. C. G. vaccination to thirteen year olds. 


Owing to lack of medical staff this vaccination proceedure had to be deferred 
in the one school eligible.

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Finally I would like to thank the staff of the Rural District Council for 
their help and the Health and Works Committee and Council for their interest in 
the work of the Department. JI would also record my thanks to the staff of the 
Health Office without whose assistance this Report would not have been written.

Annual Report of the Chief Public Health Inspector

Year ended 31st December, 1971. 


1. Introduction 
During the year the staff of the Public Health Department was as follows:- 


Mr. H. Hunter - Additional Public Health Inspector ee i December,

With the absence of an Additional Inspector to as late as 6th December 
routine inspections to,such premises as restaurants, hotels, food shops, ware= 
houses, canteens, offices, factories, institutions, houses, caravan; and camping 
sites, inevitably suffered. So did general supervision over the réfuse collect- 
ing and disposal and rodent control services. 


The delay in making an appointment to replace the previous Inspector was 
prompted by the Council's desire to make sure such an appointment was necessary 
and that public health duties warranted two inspectors dealing with the work- 
load. 


Ze Refuse Collection and Disposal 


During the year it became obvious that the combined effects of property 
growth and increased volume of refuse per household were leading the service 
into difficulties. With the high paper content of the refuse it was thought 
that there might be some merit in the introduction of a paper salvage scheme. 
It was therefore decided to introduce a trial salvage scheme and recall the 
Council's Consultants to re-assess the collection and disposal services as a 
whole. 


With the co-operation of the paper mills a trial waste paper salvage 
scheme was introduced in March. It soon became clear that difficulties of 
collection, vehicle manouverability and actual time taken to collect the 
paper, (with two or more journeys being necessary to some properties), were 
severely interfering with the bonus incentive scheme and threatened to comp= 
letely unsettle it. The scheme was therefore abandoned. 


As a result of the Consultant's visit one additional collector was taken 
on and amendments made to the rounds. This was done, initially on a ‘trial 
period' basis of one month. On completion of the period the men expressed 

the opinion that the revised scheme was not acceptable to them and negot= 
lations were continuing with them and their Union at the year's end. 


The former refuse tip at Gimingham was closed and further steps taken 
to prepare the new cental tip at Sheringwood for use in 1972. It was 
decided to replace the existing wheeled tractor with a tracked machine and 
an order was placed for delivery in 1972. 


Bearing in mind the time factor involved in collecting refuse from 
isolated properties the Council agreed to supply such properties with refuse 
sacks which could, where agreement was reached with the householder, be 
brought to the roadside for collection. 
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An increasing number of complaints was received regarding abandoned cars 
and delegated authority to deal with these enabled much speedier action to be 
taken to secure their removal. 


air Meat Inspection 


During the year 133 cattle, 217 pigs and 352 sheep were inspected at the 
two private slaughterhouses within the Rural District. A total of icwt. 341bs. 
of meat was rejected as being unfit for human consumption. The latter figure 
reflects the high quality of meat purchased. 


Regular inspections were carried out of the slaughtering establishments and 
advice given on meeting the requirements of new legislation. A total of 125 
visits were made during the year. 


As in previous years it was not possible to carry out regular inspection 
visits to the known poultry processing establishments in the Rural District. 
They were, however, visited periodically under the provisions of the Food 
Hygiene (General) Regulations. 


4. _ Rodent Control 

The work of rodent control in the District is undertaken by the Council's 
partime Rodent Operator who also acts as relief driver/loader/operator on the 
refuse collection and disposal vehicles, 


Because of these other duties it is only possible to deal with complaints 
and carry out periodic treatments of the refuse tip and sewage disposal works, 


During the year a total of 2,568 inspections of all kinds were made with 
S49 properties being treated. Of these 854 were domestic and business prop- 
erties and 5 agricultural units. 


OE Caravans and Camping 


Following the annual inspection of caravan sites by the Council's Caravan 
Sites Sub-Committee a meeting was arranged with the site operators. Members of 
the Sub-Committee felt that although the general standard of sites was very 
good there were a few where more could be achieved, particularly in the realms 
of ' public health, hygiene, safety and appearance, for the benefit of holiday- 
makers. 


Very little agreement, however, could be reached and no formal action was 
taken to amend or vary licence conditions, (as originally susgested), or to 
secure general improvements. There is no doubt that some operators, whilst 

complying with the quantitativerequirements of the legislation have paid little 
regard to quantitative standards. Surprisingly, no complaints or comments have 
been received from holidaymakers on this score and one can only presume that 
some people equate a cheaper form of holiday with reduced standards and amen- 
ities. It is pleasing to recall that the majority of operators every year 
carry out some improvements to their sites, being conscious that improved 
Standards are, in themselves, some safeguard against misusage and vandalism. 


Trouble was again experienced from the annual influx of itinerant fruit 
pickers, tarmacadam contractors and other travellers and there would appear 
to be a need for a site for these to be provided within the area. The state 
in which they are apt to leave their temporary resting places — mostly lay- 
bys and grass verges - often defies description and places an additional 
burden on the refuse collection service, the staff of which have the unsavoury 
task of clearing up behind them. 


A total of 54 visits were made to caravan and camping sites in the 
District. 
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6. Food Inspection 


Seventeen visits were made specifically to inspect unsound food and a total 
of Jewt. Slbs. of food was rejected as being unfit for human consumption. 


7. Food Inspection and Hood Hygiene 


The year was notable for the number of complaints received regarding foreign 
bodies in food, the state of food premises and general conditions under which 
food was sold throughout the District. One prosecution was taken against a 
national butchery company, conviction being secured in respect of the sale of an 
unfite chicken (carrying visible mould). Investigation had showm that deep frezen 
poultry was delivered from a central store in ordinary, non refrigerated, vehicles, 
was then stored in the normal meat cool room and from there taken out into an un- 
refrigerated window for display and sale. Any unsold birds were returned to the 
chill room at the end of the day for display the following day. As a result of 
the case a deep freeze cabinet was supplied to the shop. Discussions with the 
company representative revealed that some 25 per cent of the national chain of 
shops operated in the same way as described. 


It was discovered that persons unknown were cutting water cress from a local 
watercourse and, allegedly, selling it in neighbouring markets. The stream in 
question received several drainage discharges and sampling revealed a high 
faecal content in the water. Attempts to trace the person(s) iavolved were not 
completely successful although colleagues in all neighbouring Districts likely 
to have an interest were notified. The incident emphasises the danger inherent 
in casual cutting of watercress for human consumption from suspect sources, with 
the additional possibility of infection to the consumer, 


A prosecution was taken against a local dairyman for selling milk in dirty 
bottles, the magistrates imposing a fine of £10, an analyst fee of £10 and costs 
of £10.50. 


This was the first year that the Aylsham Show was held in the District and 
inspections were carried out of all food preparation and serving points on the 
day of the Show. Several contraventions were found and improvements requested 
for future Shows. 


OF Complaints 


The year was notable for the high percentage of complaints investigated 
and found to be justified. Vhe number of inspections made reflects the amount 
of time necessary to investigate properly the complaints made, much of this often 
being wasted in trivial complaints which could be avoided if only neighbours 
could discuss with each other 'iatters existing between them causing friction. 


Many of the complaints centred round the dumping of waste chemical material 
in a private tip. It was somewhat galling to find that neither the River Auth- 
ority nor Water Undertaking were prepared to take any positive action and that 
no planning powers existed to control the dumping, the pit having an establi- 
shed user right. In the end the only action open to the Council was to serve 
an Abatement Notice under the Public Health Act, 1936 requiring an immediate 
prohibition of dumping so as to end the nuisance from smell which had been 
substantiated by many visits to the site. 


Complaints continued to be received regarding the standards, (of fittings 
and furnishings), existing at one holiday cottage. The only action which seemed 
justifiable was to ask for remedial work to be undertaken to combat rising and 
penetrating dampness and this was done, and the work carried out. No action 
could be taken to meet the other complaints and unless, and until, some form 
of legislation can be introduced imposing some kind of standard for fittings 
and furnishings it seems there will always be a small core of owners with low 
Standards ready to reap the benefit of extracting money fron unsuspecting 
holidaymakers. Particularly when the latter can be persuaded to pay all their 
charges in advance before seeing the accommodation and then finding it does 
not measure up to the factual information supplied. 
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Several complaints were received alleging nuisance being caused by smoke, 
mainly from bonfires but also from domestic and industrial type premises. In 
one of the latter cases the Council declined to take any formal action and 
eventually an amicable settlement was reached with the owner, who installed an 
electric furnace. 


Of the 91 complaints received during the year 85 were considered to have 
been justified and the necessary action was taken to try and secure an abate- 
ment of the unstatisfactory conditions found. 


A total of 151 visits were made in connection with complaints, 


Qe Housing 


The majority of housing work centred round the investigation of complaints 
and negotiations with owners and their agents to secure the carrying out of the 
necessary works of repair. 


One Closing Order was made. 


During the year 125 visits were made in connection with housing matters 
generally. 


10. Water Supply 


A total of 12 bacteriological samples were taken from private sources during 
the year. Of these 8 were unsatisfactory. Private swimming pools were sampled 
regularly. 


In all cases where unsatisfactory results were obtained the necessary advice 
was given. 


Altogether 16 visits were made in connection with water supplies and sampl- 
ing. 
11. Agricultural (Health, Safety and Welfare) Regulations 


Nine visits were made in connection with the provision of sanitary accomm— 
odation for agricultural workers. 


12. Means of Escape in Case of Fire 


As in previous years a winter programme of visits was made to those premises 
in the District to which Section 60 of the Public Health Act, 1936 applies. These 
visits were made in company with the Fire Prevention Officer for the Norfolk Fire 
Service. 


This legislation, which is enforced by the District Council, is aimed at 
securing a satisfactory means of escape in case of fire from such premises as 
hotels, boarding houses, hospitals, shops, stores and flats as well as child- 
rens" homes and similar institutions which are two storeys or more in height 
and in which the floor of every upper story is more than 20 feet above ground 
level. 


Inspections have revealed that there are several such premises within the 
Rural District and that, in many cases, conditions have been far from satis-— 
factory, often bordering on the dangerous should an emergency have arisen. 


It is to the credit of the owners of premises visited that they have 
accepted the need for improvements to their premises. 


13. Common Lodging Houses 


There are no Common Lodging Houses in the Rural District.
